G . S . R . 885 . — In exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to article 
309 of the Constitution , the President hereby makes the following rules, relating 
to recruitment to the post of Transport Officer, Transport Organisation , Andaman 
and Nicobar Islands, namely : 

1, Short title . These rules may be called the Andaman and Nicobar Islands 
( Recruitment to the post of Transport Officer ) Rules , 1960. 

2 . Application . These rules shall apply to the post of Transport Officer , Trans 
port Organisation , Andaman and Nicobar Islands. 

3 . Classification , scale of pay , method of recruitment, agc limit, etc. - The 
classification of the said post, the scale of pay attached thereto , the method of 
recruitment, age - limit, qualifications and other matters relating to the said post 
shall be as specified in columns 3 to 7 of the Schedule annexed to these rules :

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Provided that the age- limit prescribed for direct recruitment may be relaxed 
in the casc of Scheduled Castes and Scheduled Tribes and other special cate 
gories , in accordance with the general orders issued from time to time by the 
Government of India . 


4 . Disqualification . No male candidate who has more than one wife living 
and no female candidate who has married a person having already a wife living 
shall be eligible for appointment to the said post : 

Provided that the Government of India , if it is satisfied that there are special 
grounds for doing so , may exempt any such candidate from the operation of 
this - rule .

- In exercise of the powers conferred by rule 191 - B of the 
Central Excise Rules , 1944 , as in force in India and as applied to the State 
of Pondicherry , the Central Government hereby makes the following further 
amendments in the notification of the Government of India , Ministry of Finance 
(Department of Revenue ) No . 53 /59 Central Excises , dated the 9th May , 1959 , 
namely : 

1. In condition (8 ) after the words " FOR EXPORT EX - BOND " the follow 
ing words shall be inserted at the end, namely : 
" Clcarance for export of smoking mixtures may also be permitted under 

excise supervision , when applied for in Form A . R . 4 suitably adopt 
ed for that purpose . The packages covered by A . R 4 application 

shall similarly be put on board the ship under official supervision ."

( c ) Number and date of ARI. ( if available ) on which other materials 

used in the manufacture of said articles are received . 
( d ) In the case of cigarettes the weight of the paper board utilised ; 

and in the case of smoking mixtures the quantity and description 

of raw materials ( other than tobacco ) used . 
( e ) Number of cigarettes manufactured and their total weight or the 

number of packets of smoking mixtures . 
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( 14 ) After manufacture the manufactured products shall be packed into 

suitable packages and each such package shall be marked conspi 
cuously with the words " For Export Ex - Bond " and shall also be 
scalcd . Such sealed packages shall be stored under double lock . 
Note : In case the p . emises where such articles for export arc 
manufacuured in a separate independent portion of the manufac 
tory, it shall not be necessary to provide separate rooms for such 
manufactured articles or for the materials used therein . In the case 
of smoking mixturcs it shall be sufficient if the whole manufactory 
is kept under excise supervision and locked by double locks during 

non -working hours , 
( 15 ) Any waste arising from the processes of manufacture in bond of such 

articles shall be treated as follows: 
( i ) If the manufacturer so desires , he may be allowed , to reuse the waste 

in the manufacture of the same article from which the waste 
results subject to the account being maintained to the satisfaction 

of the Collector. 
( ii ) If it is shown to the satisfaction of the Collector that such wasto 

bas arisen solely from imported tobacco it may be allowed to be 

cleared on payment of import duty at the appropriate fate . 
( iii ) On a request from the manufacturer if the waste is found unfit for 

further use or not worth the duty payable thereon , it shall be dest 
royed in the presence of the proper officer, the duty payable thereon 

being remitted . 
( iv ) In case the manufacturer desires to clear such waste for sale , it may 

be allowed on payment of duty besides the additional duty as 

follows: — 
( a ) Where the waste has resulted from F . C . V . tobacco , duty shall be 

charged under item 9 1 ( 3 ) of the Tariff Schedule . 
(b ) Where the waste has resulted from other than F . C . V . tobacco , duty 

shall be charged under item 9 1 ( 6 ) of the Tariff Schedule. 
( c ) Waste of both F . C . V . or other than F . C . V . may however, be charged 

to duty under item 9 1 ( 5 ) of the Tariff Schedule , if it is reduced 
to the size of rawa prescribed therein and the manufacturer gives 
an undertaking in writing that such waste will not be used in 
the manufacture of cigarettes , smoking mixtures for pipes and 

cigarettes or bidis . 
( d ) Where the waste has resulted from both F . C . V . and other than 

F . C . V . tobacco duty to be charged shall be determined by refer 
cnce to the formula of manufacture and the composition of the 
blend as shown on the relevant operation sheet The same 
formula shall be followed in respect of waste which has resulted 
from both imported and indigenous tobacco ."

New Delhi, the 29th July 1960 
G . $ . R . 918 . - In exercise of the powers conferred by sub - section ( 1 ) and 
clause ( f ) of sub - section ( 2 ) of section 30 of the Minimum Wages Act, 1948 
( 11 of 1948 ) , the Central Government hereby makes the following amendments 
to the Minimum Wages (Central ) Rules , 1950 , the same having been previously 
published as required by sub - section ( 1 ) of the said section , namely : - - 


Amendments 
1. These rules may be called the Minimum Wages (Central) Amendment 
Rules , 1960, 

2 . In the Minimum Wages ( Central ) Rules , 1950 (hereinafter referred to as 
the said : ules ) , in 22 , for the words extracts from , the words abstracts of 
shall be substituted, 

3. For rule 23 , of the said rules , the following rule shall be substituted , 
namely : - - 

“ 23, Weekly day of rest: 
( 1 ) Subject to the p . ovisions of this rule , an employec in a scheduled 
employment in respect of which minimum rates of wages have been fixed under 
the Act, shall be allowed a day of rest every week (hereinafter referred to as 
the rest day ) which shall ordinarily be Sunday, but the employer may fix any 
other day of the week as the rest day for any employee or class of employees 
in that scheduled employment: 

Provided that the cmployee has worked in the scheduled cmployment under 
the same employer for a continuous period of not less than six days : 

Provided further that the employee shall be informed of the day fixed as 
the rest day and of any subsequent change in the rest day before the change 
is effected, by chisplay of a notice to that effect in the place of employment at 
the place specified by the Inspector in this behalf. 

Explanation . — For the purpose of computation of the continuous period of 
not less than six days specified in the first proviso to this sub - rule 
( a ) any day on which an employee is required to attend for work but is 

given only an allowance for attendance and is not provided with 

work , and 
(b ) any day on which an employee is laid off on payment of compensation 

under the Industrial Disputes Act, 1947, 
shall be deemed to be days on which the employee has worked . 

( 2 ) Any such employee shall not be required or allowed to work in a sche 
duled employment on the rest day unless he has or will have a substituted 
rest day for a whole day on one of the five days immediately before or after 
the rest day : 

Provided that no substitution shall be made which will result in the employee 
working for more than ten days consecutively without a rest day for a whole 
day . 

( 3 ) Where in accordance with the foregoing provisions of this rule , any 
employee works on a rest day and has been given a substituted regt day on 
any one of the five days before or after the rest day , the rest day shall, for the 
purpose of calculating the weekly hours of work , be included in the week in 
which the substituted rest day occurs . 

(4 ) An employee shall be granted for the rest day wages calculated at the 
rate applicable to the next preceding day and in case he works on the rest day 
and has been given a substituted rest day , he shall be paid wages for the rest 
day on which he worked , at the overtime rate and wages for the substituted 
rest day at the rate applicable to the next preceding day : 

Provided that where the minimum daily rate of wages of the employee as 
notified under the Act has been worked out by dividing the minimum monthly 
rate of wages by twenty - six , or where the actual daily rate of wages of the 
employee has been worked out by dividing the monthly rate of wages by twenty 
six and such actual daily rate of wages is not less than the notified minimum 
daily rate of wages of the employee , no wages for the rest day shall be payable , 
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and in case the employee works on the rest day and has been given a substi 
tuted rest day , he shall be paid , only for the rest day on which he worked , 
an amount equal to the wages payable to him at the overtime rate ; and it any 
dispute arises whether the daily rate of wages has been worked out as afore 
said , the Chief Labour Commissioner may, on application made to him in this 
behall, decide the same, after giving an opportunity to the parties concerned 
to make written representations; 

Proyided further that in the case of an employee governed by a piece rate 
scheme, the wages for the rest day , or, as the case may be, the rest day and 
the substituted rest day , shall be such as the Central Government may , by 
notification in the Gazette of India , prescribe, having regard to the minimumi 
rate of wages fixed under the Act in respect of the scheduled employment. 

Explanation . In this sub - rule , next preceding day means the last day on 
which the employee has worked , which precedes the rest day or the substi 
tuted rest day, as the case may be; and where the substituted rest day falls on 
a day immediately after the rest day, the next preceding day means the iast 
day on which the employee has worked , which precedes the rest day. 

(5 ) The provisions of this rule shall apply to the employees in scheduled 
employments other than agricultural employment, 

( 6 ) The provisions of this rule shall not operate to the prejudice of more 
favourable terms, if any , to which an employee may be entitled under any 
other law or under the terms of any award , agreement or contract of service , 
and in such a case , the employee shall be entitled only to the more favourable 
terms aforesaid . 

Explanation . For the purposes of this rule , week shall mean a period of 
seven days beginning at midnight on Saturday night." 

4. In Form IX - A , appended to the said rules, under the sub -heading ‘IV 
Hours of Work and Holidays , for the paragraph 
" The employer shall allow a day of rest with pay in every period of 

seven days . Ordinarily Sunday the first day of the week shall be 

the holiday " , the following paragraph shall be substituted , namely : - - 
The employer shall allow a day of rest with wages to the employees 

every week . Ordinarily Sunday will be the weekly day of rest, 
but any other day of the week may be fixed as such rest day . 
No employee shall be required to work on a day fixed as rest 
day , unless he is paid wages for that day at the overtime rate 
and is also allowed a substituted rest day with wages . ( see rule 
23 ) ,
